do authors get their 
plots? Or, to put it more 
accurately, what starts 
them on the track of a 


story which they discover 
that they want to tell? Sometimes 
the answer to this question is easy: 
Some authors take their plots more 
or less ready-made from their pred- 
ecessors. This is what Shak 
did when he wrote **‘ Hamlet "’; it is 
what Calderon did when he wrote 
the ‘* Alcalde of Zalamea’’; it is 
what Moliére did when he wrote 
“* Don Juan "’ and it is what Goethe 
did when he wrofe *‘ Faust."” In 
fact, this simple procedure has been 
frequent enough to justify the say- 
ing that ‘‘ Great poets seldom invent 
their myths.”’ Charles Reade took 
most (but not all) ofethe plot of his 
novel ‘‘ White Lies” from a 
French play, the ‘‘ Chateau Gran- 
tier "' of Auguste Maguet, the col- 
laborator of Dumas in the “* Three 
Guardsmen ’*; and he took most 
(but not all) of the plot of his 
** Hard Cash *’ from another French 
play, the ‘‘ Pauvres de Paris*’ of 
Brisebarre and Nus, long popular on 
our stage in Boucicault’s localiza- 
tion, the ‘* Streets of New Yo 
Reade’s now forgotten story, ‘‘ Peg 
Woffington,”” was taken from a 
play of his own, ‘‘ Masks and 
Faces,’’ written in partnership with 

«fom Taylor; a play which had con- 
tained several situations borrowed 
from several French plays. 

\ Charles Reade generally devoted 
about two years to the composition 
of his more important novels, 
whereas Anthony Trollope often 
turned out five novels in twenty- 
four months. I have read some- 
where that Reade once expressed to 
Trollope his wonder at the latter’s 
fecundity, saying, ‘‘I don’t see 
@here you get all your plots,” and 
that Trollope explained, ‘‘ My plots? 
Oh, I don’t bother much about my 
plots. I find them anywhere. In 
fact, when I can’t find a plot of my 
own, I just take a little bit of one 
of yours!” And yet I can recall 
distinctly thé outcry Trollope made 

_when Reade returned the compli- 
ment and laid hands on one of Trol- 
lope’s stories and turned it into a 
play without Trollope’s permission. 
Reade, it may be noted, and Clyde 
Fitch also, searched. the daily news- 
papers diligently, discovering many 
strange suggestions in the facts 
therein narrated, suggestions which 
they were able to utilize in fiction. 
Clyde Fitch’s ‘‘ Woman in_ the 
Case’ grew out of a newspaper 
clipping; and Reade’s ‘‘ Put Your- 
self in His Place ’’ was buttressed 
by the collection of cuttings he had 
made during a series of. labor 
troubles. . 

Sometimes the imagination of the 
story-teller taKes fire from an inci- 
dent he happens to have described 
to him. A friend of Hawthorne's 
told him and ‘his classmate, Long- 
fellow, a sad tale of lovers parted 
when the Acadians were expelled 
from the land they had settled; and 
Hawthorne thought of using it in a 

_ story but surrendered it to Long- 
fellow for the poem “ Evangeline.” 
In his “ Life on the Mississippi *’ 
Mark Twain reports the details of 
a Southwestern feud which was obvi- 
ously the inspiration for the Shep- 
ardson-Grangerford affair in the 
later “ Huckleberry Finn.” 

Sometimes the novelist is himself 
the witness of an occurance which 
sets his invention working; Balzac 
recorded that the starting point of 
his play the ‘‘ Marftre” was a 
giance of hatred flashed by a moth- 
er-in-law at her daughter-in-law, 
when he was seated behind the two 
women in a box at the theatre. 

Sometimes the author is able % 
profit by his own dreams. Steven- 
son has told us how his Brownies 
came to him in the silent watches of 
the night with gifts in their hands— 
the greatest of these gifts being the 
** Strange Case of Dr. Jekyll and 
Mr. Hyde”—although even this 
dream may ‘have been inspired by a 
subconscious memory of Poe's ‘“‘ Wil- 
liam Wilson.” I have seen it stated 
‘that both the ‘‘ Prince and the Pau- 
per” and the ‘‘ Connecticut Yan- 
kee at King Arthur’s Court ’’ were 
derived from dreams. And Mr. Wil-

Eaton makes bold to assert that few 
persons bore an author more than 
those who come to him saying 
““Pve got a dandy plot for you.” 
He finds these persons annoying, 
<not so much because most of the 
dandy piets that he or she tells 
are hoary with age, or even be- 
cause most writers don’t start with 
a “ plot” af all, and couldn’t de- 
fine a plot if they had to; but 
rather because a writer, however 
humble, has to feel the idea for a 
story come glowing up over the 
horizon of his brain out of the east 
of his own subconsciousness, or it 
is never his, it never acquires the 
necessary warmth to interest him, 
the color and light to make it real. 
This is a curious fact, and one 
which your modest writer shrinks 
from trying to explain to his well- 


of print could draw him out. Yet 
‘the psychology involved deserves 
attention. 


Even when a writer is taking over 
the inventies, of some one else, he 
does this because he is suddenly 
seized with the notion that he can 
make it his own. Thus it is that he 
is able to transmute fact into fiction. 
When Mark Twain heard the details 
of the Southwestern feud he set 
them down as mere fact; and it was 
months later before they came glow- 
ing up out of the east of his own 
subconsciousness and revealed the 
color and the light which made them 
really his. Thus it was with the 
newspaper clippings which chanced 





to ignite the invention of Charlies 
Reade and Clyde Fitch. 

This may seem an unduly extended 
introduction to a mere book review; 
but I venture to believe that I have 
chosen the shortest way to make 
plain why the book I am reviewing 
is novel and suggestive and enter- 
taining. In the blurb printed on the 
jacket of ‘‘ Plots and Personalities ** 
the publishers take us into their con- 
fidence and tell us frankly what they 
think of the book.

After that comes the reconstruc- 
tion: Beatrice, daughter of Ercole 
be-| d’Este, who was a fiancée at the age 
of five and a bride at sixteen, the 
most beautiful and. accomplished 
princess of the Renaissance—what a 
rebuke the Frenchman gives to the 
chroniclers of her time, who had de- 
scribed her court as one of the most 
degraded and immoral in Europe. 
For here we have clearly set forth 
letters and other documents, 
which lend both proof of and vivid 
colors to the author’s hypothesis of 
beauty, eminence, pride and worthy 
influence, the story of a gentle lady 
carefully reared and broadly educat- 
ed, who, as the youthful (she died at 
the age of 22) Duchess of Milan, was 
for an ali too brief period to hold 
sway over one of the most splendid 
and intellectual courts in Europe. 

A remarkable insight into the re- 
lations between herself and husband 
is revealed in a letter written by the

M. Maeterlinck evidently regards the 
reputation as magicians credited to 
the Egyptians in the Bible as se-

It is [he says] more especially 
in connection with the subcon- 
scious, with mysteries of the Un- 
known Guest, and what we today 
call abnormal psychology; with

E used to be told that in- 
fantry was the queen of 
battles. Then, during the 
World War, as the fight- 
ing began to be conducted 

on a scale more and more colossal, 
as engines of warfare began to push 
the individual soldier ever dceper 
into the background, we began to 
lose faith in the idea. 

After all, was not infantry a mere 
collection of puny human atoms? So 
we began to believe ever more firmly 
in the dreadful power of artillery. 
We fell under the spell of heavy 
cannon—the heavier the gun the 
greater the spell it exercised. We 
were fascinated by those tales of 
‘‘ artillery preparation " that swept 
away whole miles of enemy posi- 
tions, entire forests of barb-wire en- 





tanel ts,. the deepest and most 
complicated systems of defense. 
Artillery became our qucen of 
battles. 

But now General Percin comes 
along and temptuously p 





away all this sort. of thing as a 
myth unworthy of credence. Once 
more he states emphatically the old 
axiom. To him, the infantry is 
still the backbone-of all armies, the 
supreme-weapon.in achieving vie- 
tory. To the artillery aberration he 
attributes, in great part, the awful 
losses suffered by the French in the 
war—losses which, according to him, 
would never have occurred if the 
French military authorities had not 
been led astray as to the relative 
values, in war, of infantry and ar- 
tillery. 

Not only was the exaggerated be- 
lief among French military experts 
primarily responsible for the failure 
of some of the most ambitious of- 
fensive of the French Army—no- 
tably that conducted by General 
Nivelle in April, 1917--dleclares Gen- 
eral Percin, but it also led to the 
wholesale killing of French infantry- 
men at the hands of French artil- 
lerymen. Over and over again, he 
says, what with defective liaison 
between the artillery and the infan- 
try, and the ‘belief that the heavy 

guns could accomplish any task set 
pow French infantry regiments 
which had gone forward to capture 
German positians were mowed down 
by the French guns, firing from po- 
sitions far in the rear, whence those 
directing the fire could- get no clear 
conception of what was going on 
miles in front of them. 

General Yercin devotes many 
pages to instances of this sort oc- 
curring during the wer, which some-

Doubtless this ig 
true; but it was owing to the same 
— that the 75,000 and the 

4,800,000 were massacred.” 

He then launches forth into his 
thesis: That it is a fallacy to be- 
lieve artillery superior to infantry 
in warfare, and that, largely owing 
to this fallacy, the French war lead- 
ers prolonged the war at the cost of 
appaliing sacrifices, when, had they 
conducted it according to correct 
principles; i. ¢., in the realization of 
the essential inferiority of artillery 
to infantry, they would have greatly 
shortened it and won it at a far 
smaller cost in soldiers’ lives. 

Material forces [he writes] have 
not the preponderating influence 
in war which is too often attrib- 
uted to them. A battle is a con- 
flict of moral forces. The proof 
of this is seen in the discourage- 
ment, which, following upon the 
enthusiasm animating our troops 
when they rushed to the-attack of 

April 16, 1917, spread over the 

country and through-the army 

after our repulse. * * * e re- 
pulse of all our offensiv from 

September, “eo — Peay 8—in 

other words, f. the first to the 

second battle sp the Marne—re- 
sulted fh the prolongation of 
trench. warfare over a period of 

forty-six months. ° 

Consolation for this was found 
in the statement that this sort of 
warfare saved bloodshed among 
our troops. This, however, was 
not true, since trench warfare 
made us lose more men than we 
should have lost in ten bloody bat- 
tles in the open field—ten es 
each bloodier than. the Battle of 

the Frontiers in August, 1914.

General Percin, even in the midst 
of his most hostile anti-artillery 
paragraphs, constantly takes pains 





the importance of cannon in modern 
warfare. What he objects to is the 
Lattempt to dethrone infantry as 
“the queen of batties’’ and en- 
throne artillery in its stead. 

To him artillery is something es- 
senfially subordinate, no matter 
how tremendous may be the work 
it carries out in military opera- 
tions. He cites indignantly the dic- 
tum of Joffre, ‘‘Artillery devastates, 
infantry submerges,” as an instance 
of the fatal misconception of the 
comparative importance of the two 
arms which led French military men 
astray in the early days of the war. 
And he waxes even more angry over 
another much-quoted statement of 
the war days of 1916, attributed by 
some to Joffre, by others to Pétain: 
“ Artillery conquers ground; infan- 
try ooccupies it.’’ This is a rank fal- 
lacy, declared General Percin—any 
belief based on the idea that ar- 
tillery holds first place and infantry 
second in warfare must be, accord- 
‘ing to him, fatal to the proper con- 
duct of military operations. 

His solution of the problem how 
to use the two arms in harmony and 
in such a way as to extract from 
each its maximum “efficiency is to 
give the infantry a plentiful sup- 
ply of light artillery, easily moved 
about and hence suited to follow- 
ing up and consolidating infantry 
gains. 

The Germans, he says, grasped 
this truth to a certain extent when 
they supplied their infantry regi- 
ments with the unprecedented num- 
bers of machine guns that became 
a -most formidable feature of the 
German armiés in the-later phases 
of the conflict, especially In their 
great offensives of the Spring of 
1918—which offensives, General Per- 
cin points out in further support 
of his contentions, were carried out 
after a minimum artillery prepa- 
ration, in violent contrast to the 
previous offensives of the Allies— 
such as the Somme—which, despite 
colossal preparation by artillery of 
the heaviest calibre, yielded only 
small gains of terrain at the cost 
of terrible losses. To sustain still 
further his arguments of the futility 
of considering heavy artillery the 
most important arm in war, Gen- 
eral Percin, while on the subject 
of French .attacks which, though 
prepared by heavy artillery, were, 
nevertheless,’ checked by German 
machine-gun fire, writes as follows: 


In. order for a heavy gun, firing 
from a long way off, to put. an

He was not 
graduated from the Polytechnic 
School. The Engineer Archer also 
had another defect: his cannon 
was not expensive enough. 

In December, 1917, after much 
wrangling, the French war commit- 
tee ordered the immediate manufac- 
ture of 2,000 Archer guns. This 

action followed upon a consultation 
between Premier Clemenceau and 
General Pétain, say General Percin, 
in which the latter expressed him- 
self as in favor of the adoption of 
the new weapon. M. Loucheur, Min- 
ister of War, then promised to have 
the entire 2,000 guns ready in two 
months—‘‘I thought the battle 
won,”’ remarks General Percin. 

But it was not—far from it. After 
that, according to him, this is what 
happened:

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O. Henry’s

OMEBODY has again raised the 
question where the late Wil- 
liam Sydney Porter got his 
pen name, O. Henry; and va- 
rious conjectures have been 

made, running from Osian Henry, a 
French pharmaceutical writer, who 
always signed himself O. Henry, to 
a Texas cowboy song, “ Root, Hog, 
or Die,” the second line of the tenth 
verse of: which runs, “ Saying, 
“Henry, O Henry, what sentence 
have you got?’” 

In the only bit of autobiographia 
that this reserved, almost taciturn, 
man left he himself has told us how 
he took his pen name. This inter- 
esting chronicle has been completely 
overlooked, forgotten, buried, as it 
is, in that vast mortuary, the back 
files of a metropolitah newspaper. 
Even Dr. C. Alphonso Smith makes 
no mention of it in his ‘‘ O. Henry 
Biography.” 

Throughout his whole career O. ~ 
Henry gave but one interview, and 
in that interview he talked—not 
without a certain depreciatory in- 
terjection of whimsicality—of him- 
self, of his life, his work. It was 
my privilege to be the interviewer, 
the result being published in THe 
New York Sunpay Times of April 4, 
1909. O. Henry, before granting the 
interview, had imposed the condi- 
tion that he see it before publica- 
tion. I accordingly carried the gal- 
ley proofs to him. He carefully 
read them over twice; and the inter- 
view received his ‘*‘ O. K.’” 

As a matter of fact, O. Henry did 
not want to be interviewed. This, I 
think, was due to a number of 
things, and I am confident that I 
give the correct precedence—first, a 
natural reserve, a jealousy of his 
own privacy, which, combined with 
a keen sense of humor, made him 
shrink from talking about himself 
for the entertainment of the public; 
second, a hidden chapter in his life, 
which made him attempt to keep the 
door closed on what might mean in- 
trusive questioning. It was not pub- 
licly known until after the author’s 
death that he had served three years 


, and three months in the peniten- 


tiary at Columbus, Ohio. 

Despite the fact that for a num- 
ber of years he had been one of 
America’s most popular, short story 
writers, he had resolutely kept him- 
self invisible behind a pen name. 
Gradually it leaked out that O. 
Henry in everyday life was William 
Sydney Porter. Then, after long- 
continued importunity from his edi- 
tors, he finally permitted the publi- 
cation of his photograph. But the 
story of himself—his whence and his 
how—this teller of tales had refused 
to relate. Even to the inquiries of 
that mildly inquisitive publication, 
“Who's Who in America,” which 
wants but the barest skeleton of a 
celebrity’s life, he remained mum. 

Why, then, did he make an excep- 
tion to this hard-and-fast rule? 
Why did he give this one interview? 

For answer I must begin by call- 
ing attention to a side of O. Henry’s 
character that, for some strange rea- 
son, his biographer, Dr. Smith, prac- 
tically ignores. O. Henry was a bo- 
hemian by instinct, and—unlike most 
of that vagabond sect, even those 
famed exemplars of bohemianism 
Marcel and Rodolphe—he remained a 
bohemian after artistic and financial 
success had been achieved. 

To find another like him one must 
leave these times, when Pegasus 
works in harness and, like a hack 
horse, has his prescribed hours of 
labdr, his prescribed amount of daily 
toil. One must go back to old Grub 
‘Street. Oliver Goldsmith was per- 
haps his nearest kin temperamental- 
ly; irresponsible, careless of time 
and money, loving the men and wo- 
men who are at the bottom of the 
social heap. 

Carelessness with money was one 
of the great handicaps of O. Henry’s 
life. It slipped through his pockets 
as though they were sieves. One of 
the best paid of America’s short 
story writers of that day, receiving 
$700 and $800 a story, he was al- 
was hard up, always getting ad- 
vances from. editors and publishers, 
always writing against an empty 
purse. 

Where did his money go? 

Any one who looked like an under- 
dog could always *‘ touch” him. A 
friend of his told me that he once

saw him give a ten-dollar bill to a 
hungry-eyed sandwich-board man. 
The bartender in ‘‘a quiet little 
place " just down the street from O. 
Henry’s apartment in the Caledonia, 
one of the author’s favorite stopping 
Places (‘‘ Sazerac cocktali was his 
favorite drink”) assured me that 
hard-luck writers, actors and artists 
could always get “‘a loan,” as O. 
Henry insisted upon calling it. 

It was doubtless chiefly through 
this open-handed, unquestioning 
generosity that his money dribbled 
away. The letters that he wrote to 
his editors and publishers tell their 
own story of his happy-go-lucky, im- 
provident spirit. Here are extracts 
from a couple of letters to ‘‘ Bob” 
Davis of the Munsey Company: 


Mon Cher Bill: Can you raise 
the immediate goods for this, and 
once more rescue little Ruby from 
certain death? 

The big story will be handed in 
Mondav for you to try on the 
piano. * 

I'm simbeis fine, and hope these 
few words will—say, dea forget 
to send the $25. 

Hello, Mr. Bill: Say—a fool and 
his money, &c.

A 
few days later Mr. Steger was called 
to the telephone. O. Henry was at

** But what are you doing here?” 

‘* Why, I owed them so much at 
the Caledonia that it got on my mind 
and I couldn’t work there. So I’ve 
taken these: rooms.” 

“ Of course you’ve given up your 
rooms at the Caledonia? 

*Oh, no. I’ve got these, too. I 
just wanted temporarily to get out 
of the atmosphere of indebtedness. 
As soon as I get a little ahead I'll 
square up and move back.” 

Now it so happens that publishers 
have a firm belief. (enthusiastically 
shared by most authors) that pub- 
licity is a mighty fine thing. Mr. 
Steger concluded that an O. Henry 
interview would be ideal publicity for 
QO. Henry’s books. Taking advan- 
tage of an occasion when the author 
was endeavoring to add another item 
te the already overloaded debit side 
of his account with Doubleday, Page 
& Co:, Mr. Steger suggested the de- 
sirability of an interview. It was 








upon sénsitive scruples. O. Henry 
agreed to be interviewed. 

Six weeks elapsed before Mr. Ste- 
ger succeeded in bringing author and 
interviewer together, O. Henry using 
all the old dodges—*“ out,"’ “ previous 
engagement,’’ “up to the ears in 
work,”’ &c. Despairing of making 
an engagement, Mr. Steger one 
afternoon, first ascertaining over the 
telephone that the quarry was in his 
apartment at the Caledonia, led me 
thither, pointed out the door, and 
revealed the countersign, one loud 
knock followed by two quick taps. 
This was the author’s appointed sig- 
nal that Desirables were without. 

O. Henry himself opened the door. 

“‘T’'ve been trailing you for over 
@ month.”’ 

“I know you have." The author 
subsided into his easy chair. ‘“What

ILLIAM HOWARD TAFT, 

the Chief Justice of the 

Supreme Court and for- 

mer President of the 

United States of Amer- 

ca, has been visiting the King, the 
people and the lawyers of old Eng- 
land, and has thence safely returned 
after endurance of many varied and 
exacting amenities, some of them 
only to be described as anti-digestive. 

Among Judges, Mr. Taft has dined 
in the Great Hall of the Middle Tem- 
ple, whére once were fed those 
** Englishmen ’’ who at a later date 
subscribed to the Declaration of In- 
dependence. With academic im- 

ty the Chief Justice has ac- 
cepted honorary degrees from both 
of the ancient yet surviving—and, 
indeed, flourishing—Universities of 
Oxford and Cambridge. At Sulgrave 
Manor, the home of the Washing- 
ton family, the successor of Wash- 
ington has with reverent spade 
planted a tree. And, last but not 
least, by one of Mr. Lioyd George’ 8 
characteristic defiances of etiquette, 
the former head of a great Republic 
was invited to what golfers would 
call ‘‘ a stance "’ in the Royal Circle 
at Buckingham Palace. 

To these impressive and cheerful 
ceremonies, ample tributes have 
been paid by speech, by pen and by 
photograph, nor need they be here 
repeated, for Chief Justice Taft is a 
personage of whom it may be-said 
that if his genial presence ever cast a 
shadow over any company where he 
may be found, which is unthinkable, 
that shadow, like his smile, will 
never grow less, and Britain, still 
stricken by war, is warmed to grati- 
tude by the glow of his abundant 
good-will. It recalls Roosevelt's 
sympathy at the funeral of King Ed- 
ward and the unforgettable inspira- 


ey who talked to her seriously, and 








not before it was time, about her 
soul. It is Henry Ford who allures 
her old bones into his metallic Eliza- 
beths.

What 
Mr. Taft's journey reveals is the 
deeper humility which is the true 
source of the progress recorded in 
the Unted States. Here is a nation, 
ever anxious to add the better to the 
good and the bigger to the big. 
Hence the mosquito-bitten millions 
crowding today into Chautauquas. 
Hence the innumerable companies 
of ladies who prefer to take their 
lectures at home but at lyceums. 
The “room in the world has 
toom for improvement, and citizens

Citi- 
zens of this country are, moreover, 
drawn from the very classes in Eu- 
rope who have found the law to be 
their enemy—the Irish, for example, 
or the Germans who disliked kaisers, 
or the Poles who fled from czars, or 
the British ‘** dissenters *" who fol- 
lowed the Pilgrim Fathers. All 
these people, in their subconscious 
memories, have regarded law as 
something by which the few control 
the many, usually for their own ad- 
vantage, and it has been a change, 
indeed, to reach a land where, by 
law, the many control the few; 
where Judges are not appointed by 
@ monarch, but are elected by the 
community, where statutes are made 
by men who have no power except 
the powers voted to them by the ma- 
jority. The law is no longer the 
King’s law; it is the law of the 
people. And most cases are tried 
by the press. 

In a sense, here lies Mr. Taft's 
difficulty.

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RUSSIA TODAY AND TOMORROW. 
By Paul N. Miliukov. 392 pp. 
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York: 
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S a preliminary to understand- 
ing what is happening in Rus- 
sia today, and what is likely 
to happen tomorrow, it is 
necessary to comprehend what 

happened yesterday. In view of the 
many contradictory reports which 
have come out of Russia, this is 
no easy matter. Events have fol- 
lowed ea@th other so rapidly that it 
has been practically impossible for 
any observer to picture them in 
their true proportions, even if his 
views were not coloreti by personal 
bias, as was undoubtedly the case 
with many of them. To learn the 
exact truth, it would be necessary 
for an observer not only to have un- 
limited opportunities for investiga- 
tion, but also to be entirely free 
from any preconceived opinions as 
to the merits of this or that system 
of Government. This being mani- 
festly impossible, the student of 
Russian affairs can only hear all the 
testimony and judge for himself as 
to the credibility of the witnesses. 

Professor Miliukov, being a Rus- 
sian'and one who has takem an ac- 
tive part in political affairs, is nat- 
urally a partisan. He is not in sym- 
pathy with the Boishéviki, and he 
believes that their régime will soon 
come to an end and that Russia 
will become a real democracy. He 
is convinced that the Bolsheviki will 
never be ublje to bring order out of 
the chaos they have produced. _ 
yet, in spite of his partisanship, he 
does not give the impression of. be- 
ing swayed by passion. He seems 
rather to have studied the situation 
carefully from ‘all sides, reasoning 
from ca to effect and drawing the 
only possible conclusions from what 
he has observed. °. 





The revolution of March, 1917, 
was, as Professor Miliukov ex- 
presses it, a national revolution, 
while that of November in the same 
Year was international. The first 
had for its object the overthrow of 
the Czar and all he represented and 
the establishment of a constitution- 
al democracy. The second had for 
its object the overthrow of all Gov- 
ernmenis everywhere and the es- 
tablishment of international com- 
munism. Russia was merely the 
starting point. Lenin, Trotzky and 
other Bolshevist leaders believed 
that a world revolution would start 
almost immediately. 

Russia, being an agricultural 
rather than an industrial nation, 
was not a fertile field for commu- 
nistic ideas. The chief grievance of 
the peasants against the old régime 
had been that the land was all held 
by the landlords. Now that the 
revolution had come, they wanted 
the land for themselves. Accord- 
ing to communistic doctrine, the 
land should have been taken back 
for collective use, but that would 
have been too much like the old 
order of things to suit the peasant. 
He wanted a definite piece of land 
to belong to him individually and 
to nobody else. In order to gain 
the support of the peasants the 
Bolsheviki were obliged to yield. 
This is one of the reasons why Pro- 
fessor Miliukoyv insists upon calling 
the party now in power Bolshevist 
rather than Coromunist, which is 
the name preferred by Lénin and 
others. Communism has not been 
established in Russia, and the Bol- 
sheviki have no intention of estab- 
lishing !t until the world revolution 
comes. 

The Bolsheviki owed their initial 
success to their demagogy. They 
promised everything to everybody. 


And when they came into power’ 


they had to keep their promises. 
They were obliged to give to each 
group whose support they desired 
the things which that group de- 
manded. The soldiers wanted peace, 
the peasants wanted land, and the 
workmen wanted control of the fac- 
tories. The Bolsheviki gave them 
all these things without delay 
and without stopping to consider 
whether they were in ce 
with communistic doctrines. Their 
antagonists had promised all these 
things, but their idea had been to 
give them by due process of law 
through the Constituent Assembly, 
and that took time. The soldiers, 
the peasants and the workmen 
wanted quick action, and they got it. 

The control of factories by the 
workmen soon’ proved .to be unsat- 
isfactory. The workmen were 
quite naturally more interested in 
increased wages than in increased 
production. Instead of working 
eight hours a day, they worked, or 
pretended to work, four or five 
hours. Then, as the paper ruble 
declined in value, they found their 
increased ‘wages still insufficient and 
raised them again and again. The 
peasants demanded higher prices for 
their products and, when the ruble 
continued to decline, insisted upon 
payment in manufactured goods. All 
attempts to regulate prices proved 
futile. Illegal buying and selling be- 
came the rule rather than the ex- 
ception. Forcible confiscation of 
farm products resulted only in the 
planting of smaller areas the fol- 
lowing year. Dissatisfaction with 
the Bolshevist régime was growing 
by leaps and bounds. 

In the meantime the Bolsheviki 
were busy trying to crush their 
enemies. To do this it was neces- 





sary to have an army, and to get 








rrow 


one they were obliged to resort to 
conscription. There was no room 
for communism in this army. Rigid 
discipline was enforced and made 
even more stringent than it had 
been in the days of the Czar. To 
keep themselves in power the Bol-| 
sheviki used the very same means} 
that tyranny has always used, in- 
cluding a system of espionage which 
eulminated in the “‘ Red Terror 

Of the several attempts made to 

overthrow the Bolsheviki and of the 
reasons for the failure of these at- 
tempts, Professor Miliukov has this 
to say: 

I thought—and I still think it 
now—that Russia might have been 
liberated from the  Boishevist 
yoke by the military method of 
struggle if all the conditions 
necessary for success had been 
duly considered and realized in 
time. Unfortunately this was not 
the case, and what was possible 
then (1918-1919) has become im- 
possible since. 

There were three chief causes 
which turned into failure what 
might have been success. ese 
causes are: (1) The insufficient 
help from the Allies; (2) the re- 
actionary poli of the military 
leaders, and ) the disappoint- 
ment in them on the part of the 
Russian people. 


As for the future of Russia, Pro- 
fessor Miliukov believes that it will 
be a democracy in which the peas- 
ants will be the controlling factor, 
for the reason that they are in. the 
majority and are not inclined to 
trust any one outside of their own 
class. He believes also that the dif- 
ferent parts of Russia will be bound 
together in a federation similar to 
the United States. How or when 
this will be brought about he does 
not venture to predict, but he be-

T seems that Caillaux, who, the 
anonymous author of this vol- 
ume thinks, may possibly re- 
turn to power in France, was

THES SEL BorED 

LORD MORLEY. In 13 vole. Low. 
Co., Ltd, 
return of Lord Morley to 
the House of Lords some time 
ago to move the adoption of 
the Irish treaty stamped a 
historic moment with climax 
and with contrast. What memories of 
struggle and defeat centred in that 
frail figure—the last of the Home 
Rulers! The recent publication 
of ‘* The Collected Works ”’ of Lord 
Morley is an event less dramatic but 
hardly less challenging. The old 
liberalism is dead, we have heard, 
and the Victorian Age is well-nigh 
buried in the scorn of the new gener- 
ation — although of late, to the 
searching gaze of Mr. Strachey, it 
has shown itself amazingly alive. 
What, we ask, is there for us today 
in the work of this last of the Victo- 
rian Liberals? 

We have only to open Lord Mor- 
ley’s ‘* Recollections ’’ — his final 
work fittingly choser. as the begin- 
ning of this edition—to realize that 
the Victorian Age was intensely 
alive. ‘* Those years—say from 1860 
to 1890—were an animated, hopeful, 
interesting and, on the whole, either 
by reason of, or in spite of, its per- 
petual polemics, a happy generation 
* © ®* a generation of intrepid ef- 
fort forward.’* Such is the note of 
those strenuous ‘70s, the years 
when the young John Morley, re- 
cently come down from Oxford as an 
unknown journalist, was making 
The Fortnightly Review a _ high- 
water mark of raticnalism, and was 
writing his most memorable works— 
the French Studies, the ‘* Critical 
Miscellanies,’’ the essay ‘‘ On Com- 
promise."" And this ardent faith in 
reason, in progress, in his fellow- 
men, is the mark of all his work. 

The ‘* Recollections "* has truly 
been called an ‘‘ Apologia for Vic- 
torianism.’" As autobiography the 
book, so baffling in its personal re- 
serve and its political detail, is to 
many disappointing. Yet, read as a 
tale of friendship or as a manual of 
statesmanship, it is a lofty record. 
The man who was the friend and 
comrade of such diverse men as 
John Stuart Mill and Meredith, 
Chamberlain and Gladstone, stands 
self-revealed in rare loyalty, candor 
and sympathy with - diversities of 
gifts and tempers. 

‘* A Great Teacher ”’ is the title of 
the essay (Vol. XV.) which Lord 
Morley dedicates to Mill, his re- 
vered ‘*‘ master.’' The essay, re- 
printed from two in the earlier edi- 
tion of the ‘‘ Critical Miscellanies *’ 
(Vol: 1.), is a fine piece of sober, 
reasoned appreciation of the ‘“* saint 
of rationalism "" by his disciple and 
friend. The Geeper note of: per- 
sonal grief and affection is sound- 
ed in the chapter in the *‘ Recollec- 
tions "’ (Vol I., Chap. IV.) which 
preserves parts of an earlier essay 
written at the time of Mill’s death. 
One sentence from this essay (‘* The 
Death. of Mr. Mill," in ‘* Critical 
Miscellanies,” Vol. IJI.) catches the 
secret of this great teacher of his 
age: ‘* He appeals not to our sensé 
of greatness and power in a teacher, 
which is noble, but to our love of 
finding and embracing truth for our- 
selves, which is. still nobler.’’ 

This lifelong search for veracity 
in thought and word, this habit of 
self-criticism bequeathed by the 
teacher, is strikingty ifustrated in 
the work of Lord Morley himself.. A

Notable examples of this austerity 
are the striking out of the fine con- 
cluding sentences of ‘* Compro- 
mise "" and of the stirring eulogy 
of Condorcet’s confession of faith 
in humanity. 
There is another: motive behind 
these revisions. Throughout the vol- 
umes, what Lord Morley himself has 


indignation : 
theology, the sins of the Church, are 
tempered by the larger tolerance of 
fifty years later. Here is one exam- 
ple out of many: *‘ They [the ency- 
clopedists] supplied it [the Catholic 
roe with ideas which saved it 
becoming finally a curse 
tehenged to drawback] to civilise- 
gol the full significance of these 
revisions must be sought also in the 
unchanged portions. For the change 
that we have just noted is a change 
tone and temper, but not a 
change in fundamental purpose 
or conviction. Lord Morley him- 
self more than once draws this 
distinction. The very passage which 
acknowledges the ‘‘ needlessly ag- 
gressive ’’ tone goes on: ‘* For the 
substantial soundness of the general 
views I took of the French Revolu- 
tionary thinkers at that time, I feel 
no apprehension; nor—some possible 
occasional phrases and sentences ex- 
cepted and apart—do I see the small- 
est reason to shrink or to depart 
from any of them ”* (*“‘ A Few Words 
on French Models,’’ Vol. XV.). The 
essays on Emerson, Carlyle, Byron, 
Macaulay—some of the finest expres- 
sions of rationalist criticism —remain 
practically unchanged. And un- 
changed stand those well-known 
that voice the creed of 
nineteenth century rationalism, its 
denials and its affirmations, those 
passages in which the positivist’s re- 
ligion of humanity finds as ardent an 
expression as in George Eliot's 
“Choir Invisible.”” :

MIS is propaganda. Not for 


the flippers and flappers; 
they, despite the contrary 
opinion of their elders and of 


well 
Rather, this is a plea for perambu- 
lators, their contents and com- 
portment. 

Before attacking the subject let us 
first suggest the solution. It is 
simple—police protection. New York 
has long deBignated its guardians of 
law and order as “ the finest,” and 
not without reason. Its organization 
embraces almost every important 
branch of police service. There is 
the bomb squad, the vice squad, nar- 
cotic squad, traffic squads and 
divers special squads, each with its 
particular duties. But there is no 
provision for one of the most im- 
portant of all problems—the young- 
est generation.’ This is left to the 
general supervision of the various 
squads. The results speak, for 
themselves. 

The situation as it stands, today is 
deplorable. In all the great me- 
tropolis there is not one policeman 
whose duty is the care and protec- 
tion of perambulators. Think what 
this means. Think of the thousands 
of helpless infants whose welfare 
and even existence are endangered 
by lack of protection. 


There are ordinances regulating | 


traffic of lumbering lorries, rattling 
roadsters, decrepit delivery vehicles 
and automobiles of every size, shape 
and vintage. They must not smoke, 
nor use the muffler cut-out, they 
must not obstruct traffic nor exceed 
speed limits; and above all they 
must keep to the right. These rules 
are inflexible. They are laid down 
in the interest of public safety and 
civic welfare and are strictly en- 
forced. But what about the baby 
buggy? Has it no rights, no impor- 
tance, no protection? 

Not even the most elaborate sta- 
tistician could accurately bound the 
baby belt of Gotham. It would be 
like seeking a million needles in ten 
million haystacks—and attempting 
it on a dark night with a wickless 





candle. In other words, it cannot 
be done. However, for purposes of 
convenience,-one might consider the 
area 
Square 
Heights as fairly typical. While this 
includes a certain section of Broad- 
way allegedly the habitat of a par- 
ticular species of “ babies,’’ this 
must not be confused with the per- 
ambulatory variety. 

Start, then, at Washington 
Square. As one of Manhattan’s 
minor melting pots this section pre-- 
sents a perambulatory problem of 
unusual difficulty. Obviously, with 
most of the nations of the world rep- 
resented, there is little or no oppor- 
tunity for co-operation in the matter 
of traffic. This would demand not 
only a special squad to direct the 
swarm of infantile vehicles, but an- 
other detachment to interpret the 
directions. - 

Mothers, nursemaids and other 
perambulator pushers are more than 
a common sight about the square; 
they are as much a part of it as the 
arch itself.. The walks and streets 
in this vicinity are always filled with 
baby carriages, go-carts and other 
vehicles for infant transportation. 
And always there is one rule per- 
sistently  violated—the regulation 
** Keep to the right.” ‘ 

So much for the square. Visit 
Washington Heights—preferably’ on 
a@ sunny afternoon, between 3 and 
5:30. Walk along St. Nicholas 
Avenue, or adjacent streets. Walk— 
if you can. It will be no easy mat- 
ter. Each store will have its 
patrons’ perambulators parked out-

and all arriving simultaneously. 
There is no right-and-left rule for 
traffic. It is every one for herself 
—and a late supper for the hinder- 
most. These drivers are the only 
ones not affected by the 
mania; a snail would chafe at their 
progress, Much more does the per- 
son who essays to pass through this 
welter of perambulators. Shouts, 
entreaties—even the sharpest of 
elbows—are unavailing against the 
massed phalanxes, and the wise per- 
son in despair detours via the street. 

Even here he is apt to meet 
trouble, for at each crossing, leis- 
urely waiting, are from six to three 
dozen perambulators, all attending on 










side, much the way motor cars are . 


parked before a country club—but 
with vastly different consequences. 


- The roar of a raced engine is not 


comparable with the racket set up 
by these temporarily neglected in- 
fants. They howl, shriek, wail and 
in most distressing manner strive 
to draw attention from all within 
their neighborhood. 

But more than that. They are 
not satisfied With’ lining the store 
fronts and the curbs. Between the 
two, in the area properly devoted 
to pedestrians, is a solid, impene- 
trable blockade of carriages, all 
seemingly bent on going nowhere—

the traffic policeman for a slow 
journey to the opposite side of the 
street. What a boon would be an 
Infant Policeman here, a Baby Cop 
—but that comes later. 

Then there is the matter of over- 
loading. Distinctly a problem for 
any thoughtful mind. _As has been 
pointed out, there is no regulation 
touching the size, weight or con- 
struction of a perambulator. All 
this is left to chance and the manu- 
facturer. No one seems to care that 
@ one-passenger 1807 model is 
often used to transport three infants. 
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Yet that is not infrequently done. 
One such vehicle, perhaps a decade 
more recent, was encountered with 
a record-breaking passenger list of 
four babies. That two of them were 
scarcely lessens the seriousness 
of the situation. 

And now another point comes up. 
Perambulators, being designed for 
infants, are only too frequently used 
for foreign purposes. There are 
those who use it as a grocery-de- 
partment store delivery wagon. In- 
stead of taking the baby for a ride 
these persons use the pérambulator 
for purveying a generous supply of 
provender for the family. On the 
face of it there is nothing wrong 
about this practice; yet it is sub- 
versive of morale and decidedly con- 
tributory to traffic 
Many people have adopted .the idea 
of using part of the carriage for 
this purpose, but they do not cheat 
the baby out of his ride—even 
though some of them crowd him a 
bit, particularly on Saturdays and 
other times when shopping is neces- 
sarily heavy. 

A favorite procedure (and a sad 
commentary on the rushing habit of 


New Yorkers) is one that may be 
observed any night along the 
business streets of the baby districts. 
It is a common sight, yet a de- 
plorable one. 
tically every restaurant and soda 
parior are buggies, each with its 
small passenger, while inside . the 
doors are the parents of these chil- 
dren, taking their supper. of 
course, this is first aid to congested 
sidewalks and a grand addition to 
the so-styled voices of the night, 
especially at feeding time.

M. Coué, Mr. Brooks and large 
numbers of persons of repute in 
France, England and elsewhere in 
Europe have declared that the re- 
sults in the many cases under their 
direct observation have been nothing 
short of marvelous. Those who 
have not witnessed the benefits of 
this form of treatment—and hence 
may incline to be skeptical—are 
more likely to give attention to what 
follows when they are informed of 
three facts regarding the Nancy 
practice.

But neither the treatment nor this 
book about it dwells at length upon 
any possible religious significance of 
the methods employed or the results 
obtained. 

The single thing that has -con- 
tributed largely to the recent rapid 
spread of knowledge concerning M.

” The instructions given,’ ” says Mr. 
Coué, “ are amply sufficient to en- 
able any one to practice autosugges- 
tion for himself or herself, without 
seeking the help of any other per- 
son. It is a method Which every one 
should follow—the sick to obtain 
healing, the healthy to prevent the 
coming of disease in the future. By 
its practice we can insure for our- 
selves, all our lives long, an. excel- 
lent state of health, both of the mind 
and the body.’’ 

Now let us enter M. Coué’s clinic 
with Mr. Brooks. Back of the house 
there is a pleasant garden with flow- 
ers, strawberry beds and laden fruit 
trees. Groups of patients occupy the 
garden seats. There are two brick 
buildings—the waiting ani consulta- 
tion rooms. These are crowded with 
patients—-men, women and children. 

Coué immediately proceeds to his 
work. Patient No. 1 is a man of 
middle age and frail. He can scarce- 
ly walk, and his head. legs and arms 
shake with an exaggerated tremor. 
His daughter supports him. Coué 
invites him to arise and walk. Aided 
by a stick, he staggers across the 
floor a few

sowing bad seed fm your Uncon- 
scious; now you will sow good seed.

“* Madame,” he tells a woman who 
breaks into a torrent of complaint, 
“* you think too much about your ail- 
ments, und in thinking of them you 
create fresh ones."* 

He tells a girl with headaches, a 
youth with inflamed eyes, and a la- 
borer with varicose veins that auto- 
suggestion should bring complete re- 
Nef. He comes to a neurasthenic 
girl who is making her third visit to 
the clinic and who has been practic- 
ing the method at home for ten days. 
She says she is getting better. She 
can now eat heartily, sleep soundly, 
and is beginning to enjoy life. 

A big peasant, formerty a black- 
smith, next engages his attention.

The foregoing specific autosug- 
gestions smack strongly of hyp- 
notism, as do those pertaining to 
sleep, the establishment of self-con- 
fidence, &c. And, indeed, we learn 


that M. Coué, who is now nearly 70 
years old, began his career as « hyp- 
notist, but, being dissatisfied with 
the results, set out in-quest of a 
method more simple and universal. 

This form of treatment, Mr. 
Brooks says, is equally applicable to 
children and even to infants, the 
suggestions being imparted by their 
mothers with splendid results. There 
is a children’s clinic at Nancy pre- 
siged over by Mile. Kauffmant, 
pupil of Coué’s.

It was no reflection upon 
your literary style nor on your voice.

As one of the leading 
authors, whose name, if I may say 
so, is a household word, I could not 
but have taken umbrage. Your ex- 
planation is quite satisfactory, my 
dear sir.’’ 

Had the noted man of letters been 
more in touch with the ways of 
radio fandom; he would have known, 
also, that his radio reading had been 
such a dismal failure that thou- 
sands of stations had tuned him out, 
and that many a groan rose around 
the evening lamp. 

Radio-telephony has shown us 
that, although a man may write like 
an angel, as did Oliver Goldsmith, 
he also may, as did said Noll, talk 
like poor Poll. If any author in- 
sists on broadcasting the children of 
his brain, he must be assured that 
he has voice personality. The Liter- 
ary Person who delivers his palpi- 
tating text into the bosom of his 
dress shirt in a monotone that can 
scarcely be heard for ten feet has 
no place on a radio program. The 
wave-receiving public will not listen 
to him, neither will they order any 
of his books, for in their ardor over 
the new art they think that any- 
body who cannot suitably broadcast 
is fit only for static, stratagem and 
spoils. 

This reaction of the radioists is so 
marked that recently a large pub- 
lishing house sent out a solemn 
warning to the authors on its list 
kindly to refrain from talking imto 
the microphone unless they had 
vocal equipment which did justice to 
their own radiant and’ vibrant per- 
sonalities. The fans demand that 
the announcers shali speak not only 
clearly but with forceful and agree- 
able style, and ten times more do 
they expect of the author a delivery 
which is the last word in oratory. 
Unless the writers can do this, there 
are plenty of youthful enthusiasts 
who will say aloud that such and 
such a man of letters should put his 
voice in a pudding bag and boil it. 
Then they give the general signal

and, although many a wave may go 
out from the spot where it falls, he 
does not know anything of the liter- 
ary effect at the moment. 

Humor, therefore, is faring rather 
badly at first, and even many of the 
best-known writers of short stories 
proved utter failures until they had 
carefully cultivated a wireless de- 
livery. The receipt of letters from 
the fans, especially when those mis- 
sives are in complimentary terms, 
are a helpful guide to the authors 
who are taking their first plunges 
among the sound waves. A scrawi 
from a juvenile amateur often gives 
new life and new hope to the Liter- 
ary Person. The writer then knows 
he is likely to find more readers 
through skill in speech, which, as far 
as it concerned literature, was so 
long regarded as one of the lost arts. 

Both publishers and authors are 
banking on the belief that radio will 
aid their crafts and bring mere 
books and magazines to the evening 
lamp, because it keeps the family at 
home. Therefore, for the present, 
they are appearing in the broadcast- 


works of lighter literature have re- 
ceived direct promotion in this way, 
for many wireless enthusiasts, after 
they have tried to see in their minds 
the characters of their favorite fic- 
tion, want to glance at the illustra- 
tions and confirm their suspicions. 

The owners of the broadcasting 
stations respect the rights of author- 
ship in every way and do not have 
distributions of literary wares with- 
out the permission of the authors or 
the publishers. As the radio receiv- 
ers dre manned by curious human 
beings who have a deep interest in 
hearing the voices of well-known 
persons, -comparatively few -cf the 
stories amd poems and tales ‘which 
now are thrust into the ether are 
released by any other than their 
producers. 

When the motion pictures were in 
the experimental stage such a thing 
as a Hterary right was calmly ig- 
mored. The scenario smiths tore 
stories out of old magazines, garbled 
and Scrambled them to suit, and put 
them on the screen. They did not 
think that they were doing anything 
worthy of jail, until authors con- 
vinced them that there was an in- 
trinsic right which should be guar- 
anteed to the creative brain. Now- 
adays the screen rights of a story or 
novel are no unconsidered -trifles, 
and some of the best-known novel- 
ists, with more or less success and 
more often less, write directly for 
the cinema. 

By the same analogy it may not 
be long before authors will produce

works direct for radio consumption. 
If a device were perfected, for in- 
stance, through which a bit of fic- 
tion or an epic in cantos could only 
be had by those radio users who had 
paid a small fee, there would un- 
doubtedly develop an antennae and 
socket school - of: literature.

Be this as it may, the present 
trend of literary selections now given 
in the wireless programs is signifi- 
cant.

As a matter of fact, 
Byzantine art in decoration and rai- 
ment; held sway throughout Tuscany 
far into-the fourteenth century, and 
the employment of Renaissance de- 
signs in any form is an anachro- 
nism. Naturally, Gabriele @An- 
nunzio, in his play ‘‘ Francesca da 
Rimini ’’ did not fall into this error, 
and there is*now no reason why 
others should do so, because Corrado 
Ricei, formerly Minister of Fine 
Arts, has revealed and emphasized 
the truth in an elaborately illus- 
trated volume. 

Although possibly best known 
among Danteists as the man who 
has made the most profound in- 
vestigation of the poet’s last days 
at Ravenna, for many years Ricci 
has been collecting pictures show- 
ing the actual life of Dante, the en- 
vironment in which he lived and 
wandered, the episodes of the 
“ Commedia,” together with photo- 
graphs of buildings and country 
scenes as they appear today. From 
this vast collection he has repro- 
duced, with the most authentic text 
of the poem, 700 textual illustrations 
and 170 full-page engravings. 

In Ricci we have combined the 
artist and historian, archaeologist 
and biographer, and, withal, a man 
of consummate taste, for his work 
is as profound as it is fascinating. 
About the only instances in which 
he departs from contemporaneous 
subjects are in the three portraits 
of Dante with which he introduces 





the of the ‘‘ Commedia.” The 
re are is the familiar Bargello 
portrait, for the honor of whose cre- 
ation the partisans of Giotto’ and 
Gaddi are still disputing; the por- 
trait of the Codiee Riccardiano 
(1040) of the fifteenth century, 
which served as a model for the 
Dante medal of 1865, and the Ra- 
phael portrait as it appears in ‘‘ The 
Ascent of Parnassus," in the Vati- 
can. Portraits more nearly con- 
temporaneous than the last two in- 
serted might have been used: The 
Giotto fresco (1318), discovered in 
January, 1920, on the walls of the 
Church of San Francesco. at Ra- 
venna; the anonymous kneeling 
Dante (1823), unearthed in the “ Me- 
moreali” of Bologna, by Giovanni 
Livi in 1904.

A new translation of the “ Com- 
media *’ in English has ceased to be 
a literary event; even when the 
verse form of the original is pre- 
served, the novelty of the effort has 
ceased to. excite destructive criti- 
cism.

The most re- 
cent to do this is Dr. .Meiville Best 
Anderson, Professor Emeritus of the 
Leland Stanford Junior University, 
who with profound scholarship, a spir- 
ited poetic fancy and the unusual 
gift of rational self-criticism, has, 
after a labor of twenty-one years, 
placed before the public a fiew 
translation.

T is impossible to ignore the re- 
semblance between “Old Eng- 
land "’ and the ‘*' Spoon River 
Anthology."" Both depict life 
in small rural communities, 

and both do it by means of brief 
sketches of individual characters. 
The uglier phases of life are ac- 
centuated in both books, but that is 
to be expected. Goodness and 
virtue, while admirable in them- 
selves, make very dull reading. 

The scene of Mr. Gilbert’s book is 
an English village called Fietton. 
The author takes pains to state that 
the village and the people in it are 
entirely fictitious, thereby guarding 
himgelf against possible libel suits. 
The characters described range all 
the way from the Earl and his 
Countess at “ The Towers "’ to Peg- 
Leg Jackson, handy man at the 
Golden Cross Inn, and Betty Wil- 
liamson, the village witch. Most of 
them are no better than they should 
be. Their stories are unfolded in a 
series of soliloquies, each individual 
telling what he knows, or suspects, 
to the discredit of his neighbors and 
revealing at the same time some- 
thing of his own character. The 
author calls it a “* god’s-eye view 
of a village.”’ 

The points of view are as various 
as the people who hold them. The 
Viscount, heir to the Earidom and 
‘* The Towers,” is somewhat of a 
cynic.

were, of course, enormous. One of 


’”} the first questions to come up was 


whether settlement was to be made 
on the basis of the original value of 
the preperty damaged or destroyed, 
or on the basis of replacement costs. 
After much discussion it was decided 
that property was to be appraised 
at its value immediately preceding 
the war, but that a further ‘allow- 
ance to cover increased costs of 
labor and material was to be made 
when the money was actually to be 
used for the repair or replacement 
of the original property. Many of 
those who had been driven out by 
the invader had established them- 
selves .in other parts of France, and 
had. no desire to return to their 
homes and wait for the tedious proc- 
ess of reconstruction. These were 
allowed only the prewar value of 
their property. 

There were many delays, owing 
sometimes to the complicated nature 
of the problems involved and some- 
times to the indolence or incompe- 
tence of local officials, but, on the 
whole, a great deal of progre’s has 
been made. Up to May 1, 1921, a 
little over two-thirds of the culti- 
vable land requiring restoration had 


been cleared and leveled and was 


being worked. The progress in man- 
ufacturing has been even more 
rapid, while mining has be- 
hind. The housing problem has been 
extremely difficult. In many cases, 





where it was impossible to rebuild 
immediately, temporary houses have 


been put up, which are often inade- 
quate. The Government has felt 
that it was more important to pro- 
vide the means of making a living 
than to provide comfortable living 
quarters. 

While the French Government has 
redirected and financed the greater 
part of the reconstruction work, 
much valuable assistance has been 
given by private individuals and by 
philanthropic organizations both in 
France and in other countries, no- 
tably in, England and the United 
States. Very eften this help has 
taken the form of adopting one or 
more villages or. communes, which 
have then been entirely rebuilt at 
the expense of the individual or of 
the.organization. Community houses 
have been built and co-operative so- 
cieties formed with a view of en- 


MacDonald believes that this foster- 
ing of the co-operative spirit will 
have a lasting and beneficial effect 
upon the French people, who have 
always been inclined to be too indi- 
vidualistic. 

No one can read this record of 
how France is continuing the brave

All.of this ts signifi- 
cant. A new day has dawned in 
the relations of the Filipino and 
American communities. Mest dif- 
ferences and difficulties in human 
society come from misunderstand- 
ings, not from hatred. Let peoples 
come to know each other and the 
misunderstandings show a tendency 
to vanish.

own reading and thinking. The 
voice of the common people is not 
yet articulate. No group of office- 
holders hag ever been overthrown 
by public opinion, The number of 
tne middie class is increasing. But 
much remains to be accomplished in 
building up a body of public opinion, 
And there must not only be enlight- 
enment o fthe individual; peonage 
and serfdom must disappear: there 
must be equality of opportunity. 

The Filipinos’ economic problems 
also have a negative aspect. There 
have been homestead acts passed, 
offering ‘an opportunity to become 
independent landholders to those 
who would occupy and develop un- 
used land. But events of the last 
few years indicate that in many 
cases these laws have been rendered 
practically void by the influential 
families in the role of land- a 
just as of yore, Rich land, elding 
fruitfully under the toil and care of 
the humble peasant, has ever been 
tempting object. Plain justice 
must be done to a people in the en- 
joyment of the fruit of their labor, 
in the first place; then they should 
receive every encouragement in 
learning and putting into practice 
better methods of industry. 

This brings us to the negative as- 
pects of an. adequate supply of effi- 
cient ldbot: The people of the Phil- 
ippines have not yet developed 
habits of persistent. application. 
There are unlimited resources of 
timber, minerals and products of the 
soil,’ But the islands are still largely 
undeveloped. The people are not 
especially intemperate, although 
they are investing nine times more 
in beverages than in tron products: 
Chinese laborers would readily he- 
come the nucleus of a laboring 
class, and would be readily assim- 
able. But thus far the politicians 
have rejected this suggestion. 

There is another problem which 
touches upon the intellectual life of 
the Filipino in fts negative aspect. 
This is the all teo prevalent notion 
that the end of em education is the 
prestige which the academic degree 


confers. This prestige has been de-

P the use of English fully. But 
that is the ultimate goal. This will 
mean better contact with the ideas 
of the outside world. 
the mastery of English is being 
made in spite of many difficulties. 
More than sixty dialects are spoken 
by groups ranging from a few thou- 
sand to a million.- A common lan- 
guage is making intercourse between 
these groups possible, and is the 
only solution of the desire for a uni- 
fied Philippines. The Wood-Forbes 
Commission made an estimate that 
only about 8 per cent. of the Fill. 
Pinos read neWspapers, but this 
number is increasing. 

The importance of the American 
Public school system cannot be 
overemphasized. One of the out- 





standing events of the early days 
was the arrival of- the transport 
Thomas, loaded down with teachers. 
The marvel turned out to be that 
those teachers were not adventurers. 
They were true Americans, thor- 
oughly trained, bringing high ideals 
with a sincere desire to serve the 
Filipino people. They disembarked 
and were sent to dots on the map. 
But those dots soon marked schools 
and then school buildings. Progress 
was remarkable for its rapidity. 
Primary hools be dary 
schools, Within three or four years 
there were high schools. Within a 
decade the proportion of children in 
the schools was 10 per cent of the 
Population. At the present time 
there are vocational schools, normal 
schools, the University of the Phil- 
ippines with its several colleges and 
& pressure for more educational fa- 
cilities before which the resources 
of the Government remain inade- 
quate. 

It is evident that the influence of 
the public school system is extending 
far beyond the Philippines to the 
entire Orient. Oriental Governments 
are constantly sending representa- 
tives to the Philippines to study the’ 
school system. Nothing has so 
stirred ‘the intellectual life of the 
Orient within recorded history. It 
has been a revelation to the Orjentals 
of the possibilities within them still 
unrealized. It is a veritable touch- 
stone of Oriental life. 

Political difficulties have been 
largely due to the difference in the 
Spanish and American point of view 
with respect to the affairs of Gov- 
ernment. That a conquering nation 
should really devote itself to enlight- 
ening and uplifting a conquered 
People is incomprehensible to the

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HE recent survey of New York’s 


work that the New Yorke Academy of | 


Medicine is carrying on; the relation of 
hospitals to the community, and the im- 
portance of having -these: institutions 
properly maintained. « 

The survey .was undertaken and com- 
pleted by the Pubio: Health Committee 
of the “Academy of:Medicine under the 
direction of E.. H. Lewinski-Corwin, Ph. 
D., its Hixecutive Secretary. 

The extent to which hospitals are used 
by the population was brought. out. Hos- 
pitalization shows 4 surprising 
in a comparatively abort timé,. Far in- 
stance, it is now almost déuble what it 
was-at the time of Mayor McClellan's 
administration: At that period 8 per 
cent. of the residents.of New York made 
use of hospitals. In Mayor Mitchel’s 
time 10 per cent. sought hospital aid, 
and today the number of inhabitants 
seeking relief has increased to 15 per 
cent. 

These cuadtceis emphasize more than 
anything else the’ importance of proper 
hospitel maintenance, as well as how 
great a factor in this upkeep is the 
United Hospital Fund of New York. 

Reference to the Hospital Fund sdrves 
as a reminder that the organization has 
established at 15 West Forty-third Street, 
next door.to the Academy of Medicine,_ 
@ bureau known as the Hospital In- 
fo on Bureau, the purposé of which 
is to 
survey. 

And reference to the Academy calls 
attention to the fact that it founded 
in 1847, and that the old is al- 
together too cramped and crowded to 
carry on its vast educational work so 
important to the health end ‘well-being 
of the cOmmunity. 

Among the outstanding shih revealed 
by the survey, an of which 
Dr. Lewinski-Corwin has briefly sum- 
marized for The Modern Hospital, are 
that about 10 per cent. ofall the hos- 

pital beds in the country and about 20 
per cent. of the hospital facilities are 
within the’ boundaries of New York. 
There are about 82,000 hospital beds in 
the city. 
amounts to $80,000,000 and the annual 
upkeep costa $35,000,000. 

The scope. of the survey by which 
this information was brought out, can 
be described: best by summarizing the 
method of study. The plan came under 
these heads: Historical actopnt of hos- 
pital development in NewYork; hosy’ 
pital facilities: the problem of. illness ; 
the economics of hospitals; hospital ad- 
ministration; medical organization ; 
nursing staff; hospital personnel; study 
of case records; provisions for chronits 
and ,convalescents; special problems and 
community .policy with regard to hos- 
pitals. There were no fewer than sixty- 
seven subdivisions of these’ studies. ,

Corwin says, “‘is apt to reveal prevail- 
ing conditions and procedurés; that is 
its chief function and value. Surveys 
have been likened to stock-taking In the 
“ndustrial «and commiercial:-world and 
have become: recognized as an indis- 
pensable phase in the social bookkeeping 
of. our democracy.”’

Variable Flight of Time. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: —_ 

In your issue of the j5th of July, we 
wore informed, that M. Perot of* the 
Meudon Observatory stated on that day 
that he believes he has physically 
proved that \time ‘passes more slowly 
on the sun than on the earth. He 
supports his affirmation by the fur- 
ther statement that, according to the 
Eingtein theory, time must pass more 
slowly on’ the points of the universe 
where gravity is strongest and: that the 
force of gravity is twenty-seven times 
stronger on the sun than ‘on the earth. 

M. Perot also compares experimentally 
in the spectroscope the vibrations of the 
atoms of the metals consumed 
on the sun with those existing, on the 
earth, which comparison shows that the 
vibrations of \the burning metals on 
the sun are 
of the same metals. on the earth, which 
is accepted as proof ‘that: time passes 
aomce' 3 slowly on the sun than on the 
earth. 

In the foregoing postulate we are left 
in a quandry as to which to .choose 
as the basis of the demonstration—grav- 
ity or vibration. However, the premises 
being established scientifically, it seems 
to be a fact beyond controversy that 
time passes much more siowly on‘ the 
sun than on the earth, because of the 
lower vibration of matter. on the sun. 
But the reader is left in some confu- 
sion of mind as to the real cause’ by 
the use of: two terms, which appar-

Undoubtedly Professor 
conferred upon the world a great boon 
by the publication of his valuable re-

Furthermore, 
vibration is the foundation of all 
things. Substance, or matter, is the ef- 
fect. of vibration, pure and simple, and 
what is true of the content is true of 
the, container, and change is time. But 
vibration is variable, not only as _ be- 
tween the sun and the earth, but as 
between all species of atomic matter 
wherever situated. Even the gases vary 
in vibration, which is the sole reason 
for their differentiation, and so we 
have the real difference betweer e 
scen and the unseen—the so-called finite 
and the. infinite. “¢ 

This leads us to the most important 
of all conclusions, namely, that‘ eter- 
nity is simply infinite time or vibra- 
tion, as* demonstrable as a mathemat- 
ical problem, and that all things, in- 
cluding mankind, are unlimited as. to 
time, subject only to varying degrees 
of vibtation, and are therefore assured 
of eternal iife. - 

In “closing, the suggestion may be 
made that herein we have.the solution 
of the mooted question, What is Force? 
Is it not simply eternal, vital energy 
or vibration issuing from the sun and

Belves, the matter~ according to law 
would be referred to the District Court 
under whose jurisdiction-the case would 
fall, Pending. the decision of the court 
there would be no strike. Before. the 
passage of the law establishing these 
courts, a gentlemen’s agreement should 
be made providing that no strike be 
called prior to the decision of:the Dis- 
trict Court. I believe that public opinion 
would. compel both sides to accept this 
agreement, If a ‘strike were postponed 
its final occurrence would be greatly 
minimized as in the interval both sides 
would have a chance to cool off. Out- 
side »pressure in the efforts of peace 
might also be brought to bear upon the 
two parties. 

Secondly, such a plan takes the indus- 
trial question out of politics and «nables 
impartial courts to decide each case on 
its merits. 


Thirdly and most important of all, such 
a plan establishes co-operation and har- 
mony in industrial relations in the place 
of the present class hatred and rule of 
force. Previously most disputes have 
been settled by force, the stronger party 
winni regardless. of the justice of its 
case, is plan recognizes the’ funda- 
mental fights of capital, labor and the 
general public, and with them as a basis 
builds its structure of settlement. 


The United. States has in the last 
twenty years witnessed much industrial 
unrest. According to ‘an article based 
on statistics furnished by ‘the Depart- 
ment of Labor and published in your 
issue of July 30, over 26,000 strikes have 
occurred within that time, involving 
over 18,000,000 persons, with a resultant 
loss of wages mounting into the billions 
and a loss to the nation almost beyond 
calculation. There is absolutely no need 
for this. When, and only when, a settle- 
ment is devised that' will guarantee to 
capital a fair return on its investment, 
to labor healthy conditions of work, rea- 
sonable hours and livable wages, and to 
the. general public efficient and uninter-

Much interest has been taken in the 
subject of poison gas in warfare since 
the statements lately made by Admiral 
Sims. on the subject. The discussion 
aroused is of much value, as the igno- 
trance of the public in general on the 
subject is profound. 

No aspect! of warfare is humane, but 
the use of gas, except in the initial stage 
when troops were unprotected, cannot 
be said to have occasioned thé equiva- 
lent amount of suffering pro rata due to 
the® more canverntional weapons, Injury 
or. death by gas was infinitely preferable 
to a gangrened limb or injured head— 
or even worse—the mental agony of a 
breakdown of nerves. under shelifire fol- 
lowed by the acute and chronic hysteria 
of-shellshock. Any soldier who has been 
under barrage will understand that. 

The. actual percentage of casualties 
due to gas would be difficult to obtain, 
but would for the latter half,.of the 
war probably exceed the 27 per cent, 
stated; would possibly exceed 33 1-3 per 
cent. of all casualties. The casualties 
would. naturally be of different descrip- 
tions, ‘none were killed outright, few 
within- two ‘hours, the .more.fatal cases

Its function is not 

to ornament the’ office, but to play a 

part in the industrial, strategy that has 

made New York the- world’s greatest 

manufacturing. centre, as well as its 

greatest shipping point, its financial 

hub, and the chief originator of its 
amusements. 

Stretching across this strangely paint- 
@a .design, one can follow the outlines 
of Manhattan’s gigantic: finger. pointing 
into the harbor, and recognize it as 
@ unique map of New York. Its dis- 
tinguishing «marks are its crazy-quilt 
patchwork of colors—painted on in 
Squares; triangles and parallelograms, 
dovetailing and cris8-crossing over the 
many miles the city covers. ‘Each color 
represents some great manufacturing 
industry carried on here. The pattern 
falls into order as one studies it, and 
is seen to show graphically just where 
the $5,000,000,000 worth of goods that 
New York turns out each year are 
produced. 

It shows more clearly than a thousand 
words of explanation how much more 
| Manhattan is than a narrow island of 
palaces, slums, theatres, promenades 
and colorful shops. It shows that all 
through this teeming island there are 
factories of every sort—hidden, many of 
them, around the corner from streets of 
amusement or fashion—in which are 
made everything from hairnets to 
pianos. There are even thirty-two fac- 
tories orn Manhattan Island engaged 
solely in the manufacture of button-+ 
holes, extraordinary as that product 
may sound to one not familiar with the 
phenomena of the garment trade. 

The tight little island is striped like 
a slab of bacon with: wealth and 
péverty, frivolity and industry, bright 
lights, gorgeous windows and humming 
factories. Fifth Avenue, in the ‘teens 
and twenties and thirties, swarms at the 
lunch hour. with men. and girls who 
make their living in the.near-by, clothing 
factories, and in tlie" heart of the 
theatre district one runs on to factories 
of another sort In which popular songs 
are turned out on a quantity basis and 
moon and spoon are rhymed daily, with 
the speed and efficiency of a Ford 
automobile plant. 

The figures which. represent New 
York’s industrial supremacy are stag- 
gering. The manufactured products 
turned out annually in our city, Govern- 
ment. statistics show, equal one-twelfth 
the value of all the goods manufactured 
in the United States. New. York's pro- 
duction -is almost half as much: again 
as Chicago’s, her nearest competitor,) 
and more ‘than two and a‘half times 
that of Philadelphia, which ranks third.

manufacturing business was $1,372. The 
average Official drew $2,102, the average 
clerk $1,529; and. the. average wage 
earner $1,261... Hach of the’ 1,000,000 
Manual workers contributed on an 
average $3,756 to the value of the goods 
he handled. . 4 

The clothing .ttades lead all others in 
New York. .There are more than 2,000 
concerns here manufacturing men’s gar- 
ments to the total value of almost a 
half. billion dollars a. year, and 5,000 
firms manufacturing women’s clothing 
totaling $886,000,000 a year. Almost half 
the millinery: and lace goods manu- 
factuted in this country is made in New 
York, ‘and 34,045 persons are engaged 
in this work, producing goods valued 
at more than . $162,000,000. The making 
of fur garments is the occupation of 
12,000 men and women, and their prod- 
uct is well over a hundred million 
dollars a-yéar in value. Even the corset- 
makers, who have been hit so hard by 
the decision of women in recent years 
to depend on their own figures, turn out 
goods reaching $12,000,000 a: yeat. 

More than a quarter of a mil- 
lion persons in this city gain their 
livelihood from the apparel industry. 
Food products follow clothing in 
volume, with an annual production of 
more than $600,000,000. Metal-working 
comes next, with almost a. half-billion- 
dollar yearly production. TFrinting and 
publishing add some $390,000,000 to New 
York’s annual production, and tobacco 
and smokers’ supplies account for-a 
quarter. million more. So it goes down 
the line, with huge totals in almost 
every field. 

There are some products in which New 
York has a practical monopoly. The 
woman, who-makes her own clothes, for 
instance,-whethér she lives.in Manhattan 
or in» Seattle,’ would find it. almost 
impossible: to. buy a pattern made any- 
where but in Néw. York, for 95: per cent. 
of the-patterns produced in-the United 
States are made here. When a man in 
New Orleans or Kokomo or Denver be- 
comes engaged..to a girl,. the.diamond 
with’ which: he endows her almost: cer- 
tainly - was <cut-and polished in “New 
York. “And this city tufns.out more 
men’s’ shirts than Troy, which is noted 
the world over for the production. of 
men’s ‘linen’ wear.

NEW FORD POWER PROJECT 





ENRY FORD has made known.that 
he is an applicant for the power 
rights at the Federal high dam on 

the Mississippi River, near Fort Snell- 
ing, between Minneapolis and St. Paul. 
Should he be successful in obtaining the 
right to utilize ‘the power at this dam, 
constructed by the Gdévernment in 1917 
at a cost of $3,000,000, Mr. Ford pro- 
poses to erect a $10,000,000 factory for 
the manufacture of automobile and 
tractor parts and ultimately to smelter 
his own steel-from ore taken out of Min- 
nesota mines. This would put him in 
competition with the United States Steel 
Corpotation. 

Mr. Ford’s proposal was made recently 
to a delegation representing Minneapolis 
and St: Paul. 
cities: obtain the power rights from the 
Federal Power Commission and extend 
him. an invitation to utilize the power 
on the condition-of his erecting the fac- 
tory. “The tw, Cities. ade divided on the 

proposition, St. Paul favoring it and 
“Minneapolis favoring. joint development 
‘by the two cities ror municipal purposes. 
That sufficient power can be developed 


at the dam to supply the lighting needs 
of the two cities and take care of their 
pumping plants as based on 1925 popula- 
tion is the tentative report of Jay C. 
Vincent, hydraulic engineer engaged by 
Minneapolis to conduct a survey. 
“Vincent has plotted the flow of 
the Mississippi River for twenty-two

He 
contends that the dam, which has a

units, sufficient to meet the require- |- 


ments, and that the power developed in 
May and July should run 30,700 k. w. h. 
units in excess of the needs ix the for-. 
mer and 51,000 in the latter month. 


Only one application for development 


of the power rights at this dam is 
pending before'the Federal Power Com- 
mission, that of the Northern States 
Power Company, which supplies elec- 
tricity to Minneapolis, St. Paul and 
many other municipalities in the North- 
west. It is predicted, however, that 
should Minneapolis and St. Paul fail to 
agree on an application for joint de- 
velopment, they ultimately will join in 
an application to obtain the power 
rights for. Mr. Ford. 

Should Mr. Ford be successful in ob- 
taining the power rights at this Fed- 
eral dam, it is reported that he plans to 
enter the manufactufifig business in 
Minnesota on a large scale and com- 
pete in the manufacture of steel. 

The Federal high dam was built osten- 
sibly for the purpose of making the 
Mississippi river navigable at Min- 

neapolis.

_ THE RENTING SITUATION. 


Stewart Browne Advises Landlords 
to “ Stand Pat.” 


Discussing realty rent values. and ex- 
isting conditions ‘in the housing situation 
Stewart Browne, Pregident of the United 
Real Estate Ownera’ .Association, advises 
landlords to ‘‘ stand pat on rents except 
in $100 per ‘month per room and upward, 
and where the rents have been profit- 
eering ones.” Mr. Browne said in part: 

“Housing in course of construction 
may meat much ‘or’ little. At present 
they. principally mean - “ foundations 
only ’* tg obtain tax exemption if subse- 
quently’ completed, which few will be. 
Many new housing ‘buildings have 
stopped construction and probably will 
have to be completed by the mortgage 
lenders, as the material and sipply men 
have stopped’ extending further and 
necessary credits for completion. The 
rising cost of construction has fright- 
ened lenders. 

** Tere-is unquestionably a surplus all 
over the city of studio apartments ahd 
high-class apartments that rented from 
$100 per month per room and upward, 
and there is a slight surplus in:the East 
Bronx: of apartments renting from $20) 
to $25 per month per room. 

“ Taking the city a whole, the in- 
crease in new co ction apartments, 
due to building tax exemption, has not 
equaled the previous shortage. There 
must, however,. be considered (1) the 
demolition of existing housing, which is 
going on continuously; (2) the release 
of ‘ doubled up’ and ‘ trebled up ’ fami- 
lies who occupied one apartment becayse. 
of the previous shortage, but who now 
can find apartments for themselves; (3) 
the ‘ sleeping apartment’ population of 
New York may not have increased ‘in the 
past year, in fact may have -decreased 
by éxodus to the suburbs.
